Court Injunction Blocks Farley’s Voter Registration

Judge John P. Fullam late 
yesterday issued an injunction 
restraining Democratic minor­ 
ity county commissioner Walter 
S. Farley Jr. from registering 
voters today in Bristol Town­ 
ship. 


The restraining order came 
about 5 p.m., 3y% hours after a 
hearing in Bucks County Court 
got under way. 


The injunction was sought by 
Bucks 
C o u n t y 
Commission 
Chairman John J. Bodley, who 
was acting in his capacity as 
chairman of the Bucks County 
Registration 
Commission. 
The 
commission is comprised of the 
three county commissioners. 


Commissioner Joseph 0. Can­ 


by, who like Bodley is a Repub­ 
lican, was not present at the 
hearing. 


The 
issue 
involved 
special 
registration dates which Farley 
had set up on his own through 
his interpretation of an old law 
which 
authorizes 
any 
county 
commissioner to “ register any 
eligible persons at any time.” 


Judge Fullam, however, inter­ 
preted the law to mean that 
while a commissioner may reg­ 
ister any person, he must do so 
at registration places which are 
authorized by a majority of the 
commissioners.

Not Guilty 


DANIELSVILLE, Ga. (UPI) 
—A jury of white men 
late 
Friday 
night 
found 
two 
Ku 
Klux Klansmen innocent of the 
night rider slaying of a promi­ 
nent Washington, D.C., Negro 
educator on a lonely Georgia 
highway. 


The verdict brought scattered 
applause from spectators inside 
the dilapidated courtroom. 


The defendants, Joseph How­ 
ard Sims, 41, and Cecil William 
Myers, 25, were almost swarmed 
under 
by 
wellwishers. 
Their 
wives sobbed. 


“ It was the only verdict they 
could bring and be fair,” said 
Sims, 
who 
admitted 
he 
had 
been 
worried when 
the 
jury 
deliberated more than an hour 
after its return from supper. 
The panel, composed largely of 
farmers, 
merchants 
and 
fac­ 
tory workers, actually consid­ 
ered the case three hours and 
five minutes. 


Jury Remains Impassive 


The jury remained impassive 
when

verdict 
was 
read. 
Judge Carey Skelton had them 
file out of the room through a 
back door before he adjourned 
the session. 


Despite their acquittal,

Klansmen still 
remained 
behind bars under $25,000 bond 
on federal charges in connec­ 
tion with the July l l killing of 
Id. Col. Lemuel Penn, 48, as he 
was driving home from sum­ 
mer training at Ft. Benning, 
Ga. The federal charges of vio­ 
lating Penn’s civil rights carry 
a 
maximum 
5-year 
sentence 
and $10,000 fine upon convic­ 
tion. 


Two other Klansmen, Jam es 
Lackey, 29. and Herbert Guest, 
37, also face the federal charg­ 
es. A murder charge also is 
pending against Lackey in the 
Penn slaying but Solicitor Clete 
Johnson said Lackey would not 
be tried during this term of

Last spring 13 dropouts graduated from high 
school. 
On the surface that statement is self-contra- 
dictory, since by definition a dropout is someone 
who quits school without graduating. 
Yet is is exactly what happened. The 13 com­ 
pleted their last year of high school in the Standard 
Evening School of Bristol Township and they re­ 
ceived a regular diploma. 


Serious Flaw 


All of them had dropped out at some date in 
their past — perhaps as long as 30 years ago. All 
of them had regretted it since and took the oppor­ 
tunity the evening school offered to remedy this 
serious flaw in their lives — an opportanity it will 
offer to even more this year. 
The Bristol Township Standard Evening School 
is the only one in Bucks County. No other school 


district offers its residents the chance to piece to­ 
gether the wreckage made of their lives long ago. 
But it is not a true answer to the problem of 
the high school dropout. A proper answer would try 
to prevent that wreckage in the first place rather 
than piece it together years later. 


Economic Menace 


Unfortunately, there is no broad, overall pro­ 
gram in Bucks County aimed directly and immedi­ 
ately at the economic menace of the dropout. 
One significant step that has been taken is the 
vocational training offered at the Bucks County 
Technical High School on Chickenfoot Road in Bris­ 
tol Township. 
Here, students who have a flair for technical 
skills are given the training they need to place them 
on a self-sufficient basis in life — something few, 
if any, dropouts can claim. 


90 Students 


The technical school graduated 90 students in 
its first year of existence, 1961. All 90 of them went

Fire Attracts 


Hundreds At 


Newportville

A spectacular e a r l y - 
m o r n i n g fire today de­ 
stroyed a two-story barn in 
Newport Ville w i t h flames 
burning overhead electrical 
wires which c a u s e d a 
power breakdown in th e 
area for three hours. 


The frame barn, owned by 
Nicholas P. Pastore, was level­ 
ed in less than 15 minutes as 
flames — shooting 150 feet into 
the air — swept through build­ 
ing used to store automobile 
parts. The flames and smoke, 
visible for several miles, at­ 
tracted hundreds of early-mor­ 
ning curious. 


Over IOO 
homes 
and 
busi­ 
nesses in the Newportville - Fer- 
gusonville area and on the New- 
portville side of Route 413 were 
without lights 
when the fire 
broke out at 2:30 a.m. 


Fire Siren Cut 


Even the Newportville Fire 
Co. siren was hit by the power 
failure. The siren did wail once 
before the electrical shortage. 
The 
volunteer 
firemen 
were 
quickly 
summoned, 
however, 
through their at-home monitors 
hooked up to Bristol Township 
police headquarters. 


Traffic lights on Newportville 
Road, at the Route 413 and 
Durham 
Road 
intersections, 
were knocked out for an hour 
by the power failure. Lights to 
homes in Fergusonville and the 
Newportville fire house weren’t 
restored until around 5:30 a m. 


$5,000 Damage 


The barn, located across the 
street from Pastore’s home at 
4104 Newportville Road, contain­ 
ed tries, truck drums and var­ 
ious auto parts including a large 
quantity of automatic transmis­ 
sions. 


Pastore, who operates a ga­ 
rage on Route 413 near Delhaas 
High School, had used the barn 
for storage since 1957. Newport­ 
ville Fire Chief Harry Back­ 
house estimated damage to the 
barn and its contents at $5,000. 


Also extensively damaged in 
the fire was a pickup truck own­ 
ed by a neighbor who parked it 
next to the barn. 


Sparks from the blaze threat­ 
ened a home across the road 
and the Newportville Inn, locat­ 
ed adjacent to the barn. When 
firemen arrived on the scene, 
flames 
had 
already 
jumped 
across the road and set fire to 
a grass embankment in front of 
Pastore’s home. 


Pastore said he and his wife 
were awakened by the siren.

Lack Causes 


Fish Deaths 


The death of thousands of fiyh 
on a quarter - mile section of 
Nesham iny Creek, from below 
the Hulmeville Dam to the bridge 
on Route 513, has been attribut­ 
ed to the fact that no water is 
flowing over the dam. 


George A. Elias, regional san­ 
itary engineer of the State De­ 
partment of Public Health, yes­ 
terday said that the failure to 
1 mix fresh water with effluent 
matter, which is dumped into 
the creek below the dam from 
a sewage plant, is a major fac­ 
tor in the deaths. 


A raceway which carries wat­ 
er away from the creek before 
the water has a chance to ac­ 
cumulate and pass over the dam 
is at least, according to Elias, 
“partially 
responsible.” 
The 
raceway takes the water to the 
Old Frick Mill, and then rejoins 
' the creek. 


Lack of Oxygen 


Miles Witt, a fish warden in 
Hellertown, said that “ a lack of 
oxygen due to decomposing or- 
j ganic m aterial coming out of the 
I sewer pipe” was causing the 
deaths. However, he also pointed 
out, that fish were found dead 
beyond the point in the creek 
where the m illrace rejoined it, 
indicating apparently that even 
the addition of the water that 
the m illrace rem oves does not 
adequately reduce the percen­ 
tage of effluence. 
Another fish warden working 
on the case, Joseph DiSau of 
Langhorne, said, “ the water be­ 
hind 
the 
dam 
definitely 
has 
enough oxygen for the fish, but 
at present the water level is 
three - feet below the dam .”

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13 Dropouts Return, Get Diplomas 


(Continued from Page I) 


to work almost immediately for a median wage of 
$70 a week. 


A year later the median wage of those 90 was 
$77 a week and two years later it had reached $87 
weekly. 
This is in sharp contrast with one youth who 
dropped out of high school completely in 1961, the 
year those 90 were graduated. This youth went to 
work in a restaurant at a completely unskilled job, 
for $40 a week. Today he has a similar job in an­ 
other restaurant for $36 a week. 


All told, graduates of the technical school so 
far have earned $2,282,000 — quite a contribution to 
the economy of the area. 


20 Per Cent 


Quite a few of the 303 who so far have graduat­ 
ed from the technical school would have been drop­ 
outs otherwise; one estimate runs as high as 20 per 
cent although this is impossible to substantiate. 


But Thomas Brownback, the guidance counselor 
at the technical school, emphasizes that it is not a 
dumping ground. It will and it does refuse to accept 
anyone who shows no aptitude in the technical 
courses or fails to make a proper effort. 


When the youngster has the aptitude and the 
willingness, Brownback does his best to help him 
get that diploma, with the major emphasis placed 
upon curriculum adjustments — moving the student 
from one course to another until he finds one that 
appeals to him and is within his capabilities. 


This is the main approach guidance counselors 
throughout the county use in trying to head off the 
potential dropout — adjusting and changing his 
schedule and his courses to find out where he will 
fit. 


That, plus individual counseling, is about all 
they can do other than gather statistics. 


And are they ever gathering statistics! 


Edna M. Pennypacker, director of pupil person­ 
nel in the Bristol Township district, has charts and 
tables one after another analyzing that district’s 
dropouts from top to bottom and flank to flank. 


Thick Study 


At the William Tennent High School, there is 
a thick study of the dropout problem and Counselor 
W. Donald Vaughn and his staff can give you the 
name, rank and serial number of every dropout for 
the past five years. 


These various and exhaustive studies do not 
express a mere penchant for figures. They are in­ 
stead definitive approaches, efforts to find out why 
a dropout drops out so that his difficulty can be 
licked. The Tennent study, for instance, compares 
dropouts with graduates in almost every subject and 
every aspect of their school and home life. 


The Centennial Joint School District, of which 
Tennent is a prat, has another project concerned 
with dropouts. In this one, financed partly by the 
Ford Foundation and partly by the state, an attempt 
is being made to give pre-school children, those 
too young to be even in kindergarten, the type of 
environment which would incline them more toward 


school, study and the thirst for knowledge than 
their normal environment would. 


Since this study is in its infancy, we will not 
know its effectiveness for another ten years at the 
very least. 


Bristol Borough also is giving heavy attention 
to the early years. Starting this fall, Joseph F. 
Schrader Jr., the guidance director there, will work 
almost entirely in the elementary grades, trying to 
spot the potential dropouts and set them on the 
right path early in their school careers. 


Another counselor will be added to the staff In 
Bristol to take over Schrader’s work in the high 
schools. This will give Bristol Borough three coun­ 
selors for its 1,800 students — one for each 600. 
The recommended ratio is one for each 250 to 
300. 
Not Enough 


This is another of the handicaps counselors face 
in Bucks County. We do not have enough of them. 
Another concerns the pupil who does not have a 
high school diploma capacity. Fortunately, the num­ 
ber of these is very low in Bucks. 


Another, much more serious, is the fact that the 
root of the trouble for most dropouts lies in the 
home and the community, areas the school can not 
reach. 


What is noteworthy here is that Bucks County 
does not have a single community project even in 
the making directed toward correcting the dropout 
situation. 
Summer Work 


Many areas do have. Lane County, Oregon, op­ 
erates a forestry camp where potential dropouts are 
given special summer work and training — a step 
quite similar to the forestry camps in the new War 
on Poverty program of the federal government. 


In Flint, Mich., there is a multi-phased ap­ 
proach in junior high schools which has had good 
results. It also has the advantage of a flat grant of 
$1 million from a former mayor, Mott of the apple- 
juice family, to be used only to alleviate the drop­ 
out situation. 


Philadelphia has a dropout rate of 46.6 per cent. 
There, the Greater Philadelphia Chamber of 
Commerce sends its members out toward the end 
of the summer recess to talk to every high school 
student who has indicated that he might not return 
to graduate. 
Good Results 


This effort has shown good results. 


President Johnson himself has praised it; the 
alarming dropout statistics nationwide have fo­ 
cused attention on our schools at every level. 


The President had this to say: “Any commu- 
niy in America that wants to lick the dropout prob­ 
lem can do so if a real effort is being made.” 


Unfortunately, no real effort is being made in 
Bucks County. And each year 700,000 youngsters are 
added to the dropout list and to the rolls of the un­ 
employed. 


As long as the community continues to ignore 
the situation, Bucks County will continue to con­ 
tribute its 600 each year to that total.

Dropout Picture At A Glance 


There are no actual figures available 
at present which would allow a com­ 
parison of the high school dropout rate 
in Bucks County with the national drop­ 
out rate, since the national figure is es­ 
tablished by comparing the number of 
students who enter tenth grade with the 
number who graduate three years later 
and the Bucks County figures show only 
the number of dropouts in one year. 
This table, however, is an attempt to 
project the Bucks County dropouts so 
that a comparison can be made. In com­ 
puting it, the actual number of students 
for the future class of 1966, who entered 
senior high (the tenth grade) in Septem­ 
ber. 1963, is shown. Dropouts for the lith 


and 12th grades are projected by using 
the percentage of dropouts that actually 
occurred in those grades for the year 
1963. 
The result will not be accurate but it 
will allow a fairly representative com­ 
parison. Daniel Schreiber, director of 
the National Education Association’s lat­ 
est dropout study, believes that if any­ 
thing, the true figure will be somewhat 
higher in every instance than the one 
shown here. 
No figures are included or shown for 
William Tennent High School in the Cen­ 
tennial district because the number of 
students transferring into that school is so 
high that no accurate reflection could 
be made.

An Example

“The 
Little Red 
Schoolhouse” : 
“ A farmer raises a turnip so 
big that he cannot pull it out of 
the ground. He calls all the 
members of the family; but still 
it will not yield. Then he re­ 
cruits the dog and cat, bul the 
turnip cannot be dislodged. Fi­ 
nally, he calls on the mouse, 
and all together they pull the 
turnip out of the ground.” 
The Curriculum 
The curriculum at the six- 
days-a-week, four-grade school 
includes reading and writing 
(Russian), arithmetic, natural 
history, physical culture, music, j 
art, 
English, 
and 
“Practical 
Work.” The latter course is a 
beginner’s home economics — 
first graders learn to hold scis­ 
sors. cut fabric, handle a needle 
and thread, and sew on buttons. 
Combining art with practical 
work, they produce projects as 
impressive as a complete puppet 
show, with costumes, scenery, 
and puppets, all made by the 
students, stated the magazine 
At the end of the fourth grade, 
the children are required to re­ 
turn to the Soviet Union for their 
further schooling, even wh^n 
their parents must. remain in 
Washington, said the article. 
“If there is no grandparent 
or other relative for them to live 
with, they are sent to boarding 


! schools in Moscow, which the 
state maintains for foreign serv­ 
ice children. At the end of the 
eighth 
grade, 
every 
Russian 
child must take the same exam­ 
ination: and the youngsters who 
began their education in “The 
Little Red Schoolhouse” have 
! regularly 
done wTell

exam,” stated the article in 
McCall’s.

“The vegetables didn’t have 
enough rain to germinate prop­ 
erly and sincf1 that, they have 
been stunted by the heat and 
lack of rain.” 
Season Shortened 
Bailey said sweetcorn grow-1 
ers are finding that the grow­ 
ing season is being shortened 
because of the drought. 
“Corn is all getting ready at 
the same time, which is bad. 
Growers have no system this 
year of v a r i o u s corn crops 
coming in.” 
Farm ers raising corn say the 
cornstalks frequently have no 
cobs or ears and on many of 
the cars the kernels* cover only 
three-quarters of the cob. The 
apple crop has been decreased 
about one-half. 
Apples Smaller 
“Apples are only about one- 
half as big as they should be,” 
said Bailey. 
Peaches, the County Agricul­ 
tural Agent said, vary. In some 
places in the county they are 
almost normal. In others, they 
are only half as large as they 
should be. 
“Some of the early peach 
crops that managed to benefit 
from some of the early mois­ 
ture are almost normal,” Bailey 
said. 
Trees, those particularly locat­ 
ed on high elevations of land 
or along ridges, are beginning 
lo s*how 
the effects 
of the 
drought. Some trees, he point­ 
ed out, are dying.

“ W e’re going back to taping a 
show before an audience on Tues­ 
day, the same day the show goes 
on the air,” he said. “ Last season, 
for (he first time, we were taping 
on Thursday for the following Tues­ 
day. 


“ We discovered a funny thing. 
The Thursday night studio audi­ 
ences were responsive, they seem­ 
ed to have a good time, but they 
were never as outgoing as the audi­ 
ences we had in previous years 
when we taped on Tuesdays.

Actor Wants To Return To Legitimate Theater 
Fonda Seeks Play For Broadway 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — Henry 
Fonda has been absent from the 
Broadway s age for almost two 
years as he searches for the play 
which he hopes will take him back 
to the legitimate theater. 


The absence has not been o n e 
of inactivity, however. Fonda, one 
of the screen’s best actors, h a s 
been busy in movies. He currently 
has four major film productions 
scheduled for release. 


But Fonda, who gave and re­ 
ceived much from movies, has ne­ 
ver hidden his preference for the 
stage. He would much prefer to 
work on Broadway than in Holly­ 
wood. His stage hits include “Mr. 
Roberts’’ and “Two for the See­ 
saw.” 


“This is the second season that 
I haven’t had a play,” he said dur-

ing a lunch at the Brown Derby. 
“Sometimes you get a dry spell 
for ten years without a hit. The 
theater is an up and down thing — 
not the theater itself, but for the 
actor.” 


The lanky actor explained that 
his two year “dry spell” is of short 
duration when compared with the 
eight years he had spent in plays 
aw’ay from Hollywood before that. 


Fonda said he reads an average 
of one new play a week looking 
for a production that will t a k e 
him back to Broadway. 


“I don’t mean to say they’re not 
produced or successful, but they’re 
not what I’m looking for,” he said. 


“And don’t ask me what I’m look­ 
ing for. The longer I stay away it 
becomes more important that the 
play be special. It has to hit them 
between the eyes.” 


As a veteran of Hollywood films, 
Fonda often is asked to speak on 
the movie industry here. When he 
does, his remarks sometimes lead 
to trouble.

He insists that movies, “can be 
an art form . . . and commercial 
too.” 


Fonda’s preference for the stage 
is based on his personal desire to 
work night after night, eight shows 
a week on a character. 


Movies, he said, “can’t compare 
to the theater where you play it 
from beginning to end every night 
and get a chance to do it again 
the next night. You have to get bet­ 
ter. If you don’t, 
you’re 
stale, 
automatic.” 


Fonda’s striving for perfection 
in a role is such a dominant part 
of his personality that he admits: 
“I can hardly stand to see my own 
pictures. I’m too self conscious. I 
pictures. I’m too self conscious. I 
don’t like my looks, my voice.” 


Such a striving is not egotisti­ 
cal, he said. It’s the proper outlook 
for any actor who wishes to prop­ 
erly portray a role. 


If Fonda feels so strongly about 
legitimate stage acting why does 
he take movie roles? 


“I was persuaded that t h e r e 
m ustn’t be an imbalance in your 
careers,” he said. “You have to 
juggle them.”

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — When 
people think of Don Knotts, they 
always think of his being nervous 
and excitable. 


And when they think of me, I’m

of an audience of living, breathing, 
and sometimes coughing, human 
beings — no matter how big or 
small an audience it is — there are 
no retakes.

“I’m afraid going before an 
audience is something I’ll never 
get used to. 


A couple of months ago, Don 
Knotts, Jim Nabors, and I put a 
show together and played Har- 
rah’s Club at Lake Tahoe, Nevada. 
We rehearsed for a couple of days, 
and everybody around the club was 
sure we had a hit. 
When we stepped out on the 


stage to open the show, I was sup­ 
posed to sing a number. Well, 
sound did not come out of my 
mouth — I can be right thankful 
for that. But nobody would have 
recognized my voice if they hadn’t 
seen me standing up there on 
stage. 


The round of applause after the 
number helped a little, but my 
stomach was still in a knot. Then 
it happened. 


I started telling a story. And at 
just the right moment when they 
were supposed to, the audience 
laughed loud — happy laugh. 


And, just like that, I relaxed. 
For my nerves, anyway, laughter 
is better than a whole box of 
tranquilizers.

.Vero Program Adopts Daytime Serial Plan 
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‘Peyton Place’ Set Twice 


By EDGAR PENTON 


Around television’s air - condi­ 
tioned version of baseball’s hot - 
stove league these days, specula­ 
tion centers around ABC-TV’s two- 
stage “bombshell” announcement. 


First came the word that the 
network would present a new ser­ 
ies suggested by Grace Metalious’s 
best seller novel, “ Peyton Place.” 


Then followed stage 2 — a small 
revolution in television nightime 
programming. 
“ Peyton 
Place” 
would be presented as continuing 
drama with two chapters to be 
shown each week — 52 weeks a 
year, with no repeats. The biweek­ 
ly episodes will be seen on Tues­ 
days and Thursday* at 9:30 - IO 
p.m., beginning Tuesday, Sept. 15.

The 
announcements stirred 
a 
summer squall of trade talk and 
columnar comment. ABC-TV’s pro­ 
grammers say the decision con­ 
cerning “ Peyton Place” is m erely 
another exam ple of their pioneer­ 
ing new concepts in television pro­ 
gramming. 


They were adapting a staple 
programming format of daytime 
radio and television to a form 
another exam ple of their pioneer- 
more mature and sophisticated in 
concept — writing and production 
for prime nighttime presentation. 
This, in the eyes of observers 
not involved, boils down to day­ 
time soap 
opera 
during 
prime 
nighttime hours. 


Executive producer Paul Mon- 
ash, a veteran television waiter, 
says he is enthusiastic about the 
program’s rich possibilities for 
character portrayal and develop­ 
ment. 


“For me, this is the only tele­ 
vision show I ever worked on which 
permits you to show a growth and 
change in characters, to get deep 
under the skin of the people, and 
to develop them as in life. 


“This could staid a trend in pro­ 
gramming. It’s the fulfillment of a 
need. Viewers are getting tired of 
the revolving door series, where the 
hero goes through his weekly ad­ 
ventures, where l l might be killed 
on one show, and they still come 
on next week at the same time, 
same place.” 


Speaking of the basic premise 
of the series, producer Richard 
Goldstone says: “We have started, 
as the book and the motion picture 
did, with the simple premise that 
everybody, everywhere, is lonely in 
one way or another, and is seek­ 
ing love, friendship, companion­ 
ship, compassion. One or all of 


them. Sometimes this seeking be­ 
comes destructive. 


“More than the book or the film, 
we expect to attract a large audi­ 
ence of wide age span. In our ver­ 
sion we will be touching on many 
current 
social 
problems—school 
dropouts, for example.” 


The one big question that every­ 
one would like to have answered 


is: “Will viewer interest be ma in­ 
toned so that one who sees the 
Tuesday episode will glide com­ 
fortably into the Thursday show?” 
Monash thinks it will.“At the be­ 
ginning of each episode,” he points 
out, 
“ there will be a certain 
amount of recapitulation of the 
previous episode. This, we are con­ 
fident, will enable Thursday view­ 
ers to pick up the story where it 
left off Tuesday.”
